Two Greenbelt Candidates, Castaldi 
And Plogman, Draw Voter Interest

In the upcoming general election on Tuesday, Novem¬ 
ber 4, Greenbelt voters will help to elect a U.S. Senator, a 
congressman, a county council member and a long list of 
other state and county officials. In Prince Georges County 
Democrats outnumber Republicans more than three to one. 

The ratio in Greenbelt is slightly less than that. The city's 
non-affiliated voter population comprises 14 r U of the voters 
who registered for the election (see box). 


Local interest centers on na¬ 
tive son Richard J. Castaldi in his 
bid for reelection to the Prince 
Georges County Council. Unlike 
the hot primary race in 1982, 
Castaldi was unopposed in this 
year’s September primary elec¬ 
tion. Political pundits predict an 
easy victory for him over his 
Republican challenger, James E. 
Graves. It also looks like clear 
sailing for William Donald 
Schaeffer over Republican Thom¬ 
as J. Mooney for the governor¬ 
ship. 

In a hot face-off for the Unit¬ 
ed State’s Senate seat left vacant 
by the retiring Charles McM. Ma¬ 
thias, are Democratic candidate 
Barbara A. Mikulski, a member 
of the House of Representatives 
from Baltimore, and Republcan 
Lindia Chavez, a former high- 
ranking White House aide. Mi¬ 
kulski is leading in the polls but 
out in the hustings for Chavez 
is President Ronald Reagan. 

An interesting contest on the 
county level is between Democrat 
Alex Williams, who defeated 
long-time State’s Attorney Ar¬ 
thur Marshall in the Democratic 
primary, and David M. Simpson, 
a senior attorney on the Crimin¬ 
al Trial Division of the State’s 
Attorney office. Williams has 
the support of the many elements 
of the Democratic party; on the 
other hand, Marshall has en¬ 
dorsed the Republican candidate. 

•The Republican party, howev¬ 
er badly outnumbered, has man¬ 
aged to field credible candidates 
for most state and county offices 
infchis election. R. Dan Ritchie, 
probably the best known of the 
Republican candidates, opposes 
Democratic incumbent Parris N. 
Glendening for county executive. 
Incumbent Fifth District Con¬ 
gressman Steny H. Hoyer is be¬ 
ing challenged by Republican 
John E. Sellner, and Democratic 
incumbent Leo E. Green is fac¬ 
ing Republican Michael B. Twigg 
in the contest for the state sen¬ 
ate seat. 

Mark D. Knestout, the lone Re¬ 
publican candidate for the Mary¬ 
land House of Delegates from 
the 23rd District is competing 
for one of the three seats now 
held by Democrats Mary A. Con¬ 
roy, Joan B. Pitkin, and Charles 
J. Ryan. 

In other contested races, Dem¬ 
ocratic incumbent Norman L. 
Pritchett and Republican Antoin¬ 
ette M. Jarboe are competing for 
the post of Clerk of the Circuit 
Court. For Register of Wilis, 
Democratic incumbent Callie M. 


Heffron is facing a challenge 
from Republican James E- House. 
The race for sheriff is between 
Democratic incumbent James V. 
Aluisi and Republican challeng¬ 
er, Clifford G. Blend. 

One Republican candidate, Ge¬ 
orge L. Trees, is running in ;he 
race for the three places as Judge 
of the Orphans Court; the three 
Democratic incumbents seeking 
reelection are Albert W. North¬ 
rop, David M. Valderrama and 
Lucy B. Warr. 

Democrat Louis L. Goldstein is 
unopposed for the post of state 
comptroller, the office - he now 
holds. Democrat J. Joseph Cur¬ 
ran, Jr. is also unopposed for the 
office of Maryland Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. 

In the non-partisan elections, 
four candidates are seeking el¬ 
ection to the four judgeships of 
the Circuit Court: they are Jo¬ 
seph S. Casula, William H. Mc¬ 
Cullough, Darlene G. Perry, and 
James H. Taylor. Robert L. Kar- 
wacki. Judge of the Court of 
Special Appeals, is seeking con¬ 
firmation for a continuance in of¬ 
fice. 

Registration Figures 

In the four election precincts 
which serve Greenbelt, 8573 per¬ 
sons are registered to .vote. The 
following chart gives final regis¬ 
tration figures for the Greenbelt 
precincts and for Prince Georges 
County. (See Chart, page 7.) 


13 Questions

In next Tuesday's election, 
Greenbelt voters will help 
decide 13 “questions" which 
deal with state and county 
matters. Four of the ques¬ 
tions are proposed amend¬ 
ments to the Maryland con¬ 
stitution ; three are proposed 
county charter amendments 
and the last six are bond au¬ 
thorization proposals. 

The four proposed state con¬ 
stitutional amendments are: 

Question 1 — To clear up an 
ambiguity in Maryland 1 a w 
about which party gets to ap¬ 
point a replacement to the state 
legislature when the incumbent 
who is vacating the seat has 
switched parties since being 
elected. A vote “For” the amend¬ 
ment would allow the party to 
which the departing member be¬ 
longed when last elected to ap¬ 
point the replacement. 

Question 2—To change the 
charter of Harford County to 
provide for the election of county 
council members in Harford 
County by voters of the entire 
county. A “For” vote would favor 
the change. 

Question 3—To repeal the state 
constitutional requirement that 
county commissioners and coun¬ 
ty councilmen be elected at large. 
(Prince Georges county and four 
other jurisdictions are already 
exempt from this provision.) A 
“For” vote would favor allowing 
the election of these county offi¬ 
cials by district, at large, or by 
a combination of the two meth¬ 
ods. The exact method would be 
prescribed by each county char-

Except for three years of mili¬

He was also active with Dis¬ 
trict 36 Toastm asters Interna¬ 
tional activities and a life mem¬ 
ber of Alpha Kappa Psi, Nation¬ 
al Professional Business Frater¬ 
nity. Steve was a member of 
Greenbelt Post No. 136 of the 
American Legion and the staff of 
the Greenebelt N e ws Review. 



Survivors include his wife of 
42 years, Betty Martonis (Polly) 
Polasehik, daughters, Betty Ann 
Smith of OIney, Rita J.P. Willi¬ 
ams of OIney and three grandchil¬ 
dren, Milisia and Kristopher 
Smith and Kevin P.G. Williams; 
brothers Andrew J., Williams¬ 
burg, Virginia; and John, Alexan¬ 
dria; sister Margaret Dulina, 
Middle River, Maryland; 3 neph¬ 
ews and 2 nieces. 

Funeral Services were held at 
St Bernard’s Catholic Church in 
Riverdale followed by interment 
at the Greenbelt Cemetery with 
full military honors.

City Council to Decide on Purchase 
Of House for Museum Wednesday 

by Mary Lou Williamson 

The City Council is expected to decide next week whe¬ 
ther or not to purchase a home for the Greenbelt Museum. 
Council has called a special meeting for November 5 to con¬ 
sider two items: the ‘‘purchase of 10-B Crescent Road for a 
city museum" and an agreement between the city and 
Friends of the Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) concerning the 
division of responsibilities for the purchase and operation 
of the museum. Council chose not to wait until the next 
regular council meeting to make these decisions, in order 
to accommodate the seller. No other items of city business 
are on the agenda. 


The owner of the 10-B Cres¬ 
cent Road home, Sue Cornelius, 
is asking slightly below the ap¬ 
praised price, for there will be no 
sales commission and no points 
paid to obtain financing. Accord¬ 
ing to a memorandum by the City 
Manager James K. Giese, if the 
council approves the purchase, it 
would be made with “funds on 
hand not required for current 
expenditure needs.” The purchase 
cost is estimated at $55,000 in¬ 
cluding the settlement costs and 
repayment of the rehabilitation 
loan. The total amount would be 
spread over the next five years. 

Additional costs include, for 
the city, payment of a portion of 
the monthly charges to cover 
maintenance of the building and 
common grounds, currently $706 
a year. The city will cut the grass 
and make some interior improve¬ 
ments to “protect and improve 
the value of the property.” The 
budgeted amount for the current 
year ($4,900) would cover paint¬ 
ing, repair of mildewed ceilings. 


removal of tiles and restoration 
of floors, adding smoke detectors 
and a security alarm system, and 
payment for insurance on the 
contents of the house. 

The total expenditure (pur¬ 
chase and maintenance of the 
property) is budgeted at $20,400 
for the current fiscal year or 
0.3% of the total budget, says 
Giese 

Preliminary budgets for the 
next four years vary according 
to maintenance projects to be 
undertaken. Fiscal year 1990 
shows a total expenditure of $15,- 
555.. 

FOGM’s own budget over the 
next four years ranges from 
$5,800 for this year to $7,373 for 
fiscal year 1989. Budget items 
for the first year are utilities— 
$5520, telephone (including $70 
installation) — $200, answering 
machine—$200, dehumidifiers — 
$300, psychometer—-$30, books 
and reference materialsK$200, 
printing and postage for fund¬ 
raising—$2,000, office equipment

An Audacious Request 

Perhaps the objective of my 
outspoken comments on North 
End School are still not clear to 
many people in Greenbelt. If 
that is the case, please let me 
summarize in one sentence and 
offer a small explanation. 

The City of Greenbelt simply 
cannot afford to rehabilitate and 
operate the North End School. 

Most, if not all, of the pro¬ 
posed uses must be paid for by 
tax money from one government 
agency or another* and many of 
the users are unwilling or unable 
to provide the day-to-day care 
for the building. Even though the 
city has levied a tax in order to 
fund the building, after two and 
a half to three years there is just 
enough money set aside to match 
the high estimate of a year’s op¬ 
erating cost. 

To make these costs more eas¬ 
ily understood, let us look at the 
figures in terms of monthly pay¬ 
ments such as every family must 
meet instead of the yearly pro¬ 
jected costs used currently. The 
low estimate for operating cost 
for one year is $150,000.00. In 
terms of monthly payments, that 
is $12,500.00 per month! The 
high estimate is $250,000 per year 
or $20,833.33 per month! Citi¬ 
zens of Greenbelt, that would be 
due every month for as many 
years as the building was oper¬ 
ated on tax money (yours). 

Addressing the Citizens of 
Greenbelt, I do not limit my mes¬ 
sage only to those living in rhe 
original planned community (G- 
HI), but to those living from 
Springhill Lake to Glen Oaks 
and from Greenbriar to Boxwood, 
many of whom haven’t ever seen 
the North End School, let alone 
want to pay for it. Let our City 
Council Members recognize that 
fact before they commit any fur¬ 
ther tax money to the plans of 
small, special-interest groups. 

Since the school building was 
transferred to the city with the 
provision that it must be used 
for a public and non profit func¬ 
tion and since due to its planned 
nature, Greenlbelt is already en¬ 
dowed with school and recrea¬ 
tional facilities, there are only 
two viable choices. (1) Give the 
school back to the county who 
Can then offer it to a paying op¬ 
erator hopefully as a school or 
(2) demolish the structure so 
that it dosen’t incur further 
costs to the City. The demolition 
estimate fits almost exactly the 
amount collected in tax money al¬ 
ready earmarked for North End 
School. 

I believe it is nothing short of 
audacious that certain groups 
want our citizens to pay over 
one and a quarter million in re¬ 
habilitation costs plus from $12,- 
500- to $20,833 per month for the 
benefit of only a small segment 
of the city’s population. Knowing 
the magnitude of the tax burden 
imposed by this project, I am 
sure that Greenbet’s citizens 
woud vote a resounding “No” to 
continuing such a drain on the 
City’s treasury. Let us stop liv¬ 
ing in dream time and do with 
the building what we must.

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FOGM'S FUNDRAISING 
PLAN 

In addition to the day-to- 
day operation of the Green- 
belt Museum, the non-profit 
organization Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) 
plans to conduct major fund¬ 
raising drives and activities 
to sustain the museum. FOGM 
presented its fundraising 
plans to the City Council as 
part of its plan to operate the 
museum. According to FOGM, 
major expenses of the first 
year are projected to be pay¬ 
ment of all utilities including 
telephone, purchase of dehu¬ 
midifiers necessary to pre¬ 
serve delicate artifacts, re¬ 
pairs to the furniture, purch¬ 
ase of office equipment and 
supplies. The greatest expense 
anticipated in the first year 
is the $2,000 cost of printing 
and postage to cover fund¬ 
raising mailings'! 1 

Although FOGM members 
expressed their hopes of even¬ 
tually having a part-time cur¬ 
ator, FOGM expects to oper¬ 
ate the Museum with volun¬ 
teers for the first three to five 
years. 

During its first year, 1985- 
86, FOGM raised the majority 
of its funds — over $7,000 — 
through a mail campaign to 
residents in the core city of 
Greenbelt and through ads in 
the News Review. FOGM has 
212 paid members. Close to 
40 percent of the members are 
individuals, contributing $15* 
Nearly one fourth of the mem¬ 
bers, 23 percent, are patrons 
contributing between $51 and 
$100* Families, sponsors, and 
institutions comprise the re¬ 
main ng 37 percent, contribut¬ 
ing $25 to $500. 

Fundraising for 1986-87 
will focus on membership re¬ 
newals, an expanded mailing 
to all residents of the city, 
mailings to interest-related 
professionals such as archi¬ 
tects and planners, and solici¬ 
tation of businesses and cor¬ 
porations 

FOGM also plans to conduct 
special fundraising events- Al¬ 
though the FOGM board has 
not yet decided on the events 
for the coming year, sugges¬ 
tions have included a Moth¬ 
er's Day brunch, Monte Carlo 
nights, and an art auction, 
among others. The group’s 
goal is to steadily increase its 
membership from the current 
212, to raise $22,500 over the 
next two years and eventually 
to establish an endowment 
fund to ensure the continued 
financial stability of the mu¬ 
seum. FOGM members stated 
that giant funds will become 
more readily available from 
foundations and arts/humani¬ 
ties organizations in about 
five years, once the museum 
has demonstrated its viability. 
Committee members are cur¬ 
rently compiling a list of po¬ 
tential giant funding agen¬ 
cies.

Museum Proposal Discussed

On Tuesday, Oct. 14, a work session was held to discuss 
various details of the proposed Greenbelt Museum. Mem¬ 
bers of the Friends of the Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) and 
the Museum Subcommittee of the 50th Anniversary Com¬ 
mittee, the city council and the general public were in at¬ 
tendance. 


The current plan for the Mu¬ 
seum is for the city to purchase 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
house at 10-B Crescent Road, 
FOGM would raise the funds to¬ 
ward the daily expenses of the 
museum. The city would own the 
building's content, FOGM would 
maintain the furnishings and set 
up exhibits. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram pointed out that the GHI 
monthly fee covers structural 
maintenance of the house as well 
as fire insurance. The city would 
insure the contents. 

Bram said the purchase of 
the house is a good investment. 
If the museum proves to be un¬ 
successful or FOGM cannot sup¬ 
port the museum, the city could 
sell the property, 

Eunice Goxon, wiho opposes 
purchase of a GHI house for a 
museum said there are loose ends 
in the purchase plan and that 
she does not think the city should 
enter into this purchase right 


Elizabeth Maffay said that 200 
citizens signed an ad (later 
printed in this newspaper) op¬ 
posing the purchase of 10-B 
Crescent for a museum- 

According to FOGM board mem¬ 
ber Janie Mutchler, museums us¬ 
ually need to be in existence for 
three to five years before they 
can receive financial assistance 
from foundations. Museums must 
establish a successful track rec¬ 
ord before grants become avail¬ 
able. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
questioned the hours of the mu¬ 
seum. Mary Linstrom, museum 
eamimfittee co-chairperson, said 
that in the first year of opera¬ 
tion the museum would be open 
one day a week and also by ap¬ 
pointment. 

FOGM hopes to hire a curator 
through establishment of an en¬ 
dowment fund. However, funds 
for this position ,will not be av¬ 
ailable for several years.

« CHARTER AMENDMENT 

At its regular meeting held on October 7, 1986, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
1986-2 (Resolution Number 630), and the following title of the 
Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 
18 OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED 
CODE OF MARYLAND, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, 
TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT 
FOUND, IN WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF 
MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983), AS PRE¬ 
PARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFER¬ 
ENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY RE¬ 
PEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SEC¬ 
TION 4. “CREATION; QUALIFICATIONS; COMPENSATION”, 
OF THE CHAPTER TITLED “THE COUNCIL”, TO PROVIDE 
THAT THE TERM OF THE COUNCIL ELECTED IN 1987 
SHALL BE EXTENDED TO THE FIRST TUESDAY FOLLOW¬ 
ING THE FIRST MONDAY IN NOVEMBER 1989, AND TO 
PROVIDE THAT THE COMPENSATION OF THE COUNCIL 
ELECTED IN 1987 SHALL BE INCREASED PROPORTION¬

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 26th day of November, 
1986, unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which 
shall be the 17th day of November, 1986, there shall be presented 
to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it 
by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty 
percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular 
election of the City of Greenbelt. requesting the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt.

and president, of the FOGM 
board, said there are many peop¬ 
le who have committed them¬ 
selves to helping the museum. 
FOGM has 11 board members 
and 212 paid memberships. She 
said many people are interested 
and there isn't even a museum 
yet. 

Museum Committee co-chair¬ 
person Linstrom said the build¬ 
ing will be restored to look as 
much like the original 1937 house 
as possible- She commented that 
airconditioners or electric heaters 
can be successfully hidden. FO¬ 
GM does not want to make the 
building less marketable in any 
way. 

Much of the furniture for the 
museum has been donated- The 
city will install a security sys¬ 
tem to protect the valuables in 
the house. 

There was a city council work 
session on Oct. 22 to continue

Participants included the city 
council, Robert Manzi, the city so¬ 
licitor, Barnes and Linda Warn¬ 
er, co-chair of the museum com- 
mitteee.

Manzi was instructed to draw 
up a contract for the purchase of 
the house and for the lease 
agreement between the FOGM 
and the city.

It’s the Law in Greenbelt 

Md. Annotated Code Secs. 21-502, 21-507. Pedestrians 
Crossing Streets. 

Pedestrians have the right-of-way only at street 
crossing or marked crosswalks and vehicles have the 
right-of-way only between street crossings. This right- 
of-way does not relieve pedestrians from exercising due 
care upon entering a crosswalk or street, and does not 
apply where traffic control devices are in operation. It 
is the duty of the motorist to observe movements of a 
pedestrian while crossing a street, and to yield to pedes¬ 
trians at street crossings on the motorists' side of the 
road, or entering that part of the road. 

In general, if a pedestrian crosses a street or road¬ 
way at any point other than at an intersection or marked 
crosswalk, the pedestrian shall yield the right-of-way to 
any approaching vehicle. A pedestrian may not cross an 
intersection diagonally.

—$1,000, office supplies—$500, re¬ 
pair of artifacts--$500, cleaning 
and supplies—$300- and $50 mem¬ 
bership in American Association 
of Museums. 

Agreement 

If the city approves the agree¬ 
ment, the 'basic structure would 
be a partnership between the 
city and FOGM. An outline of 
the responsibilities of each party 
is listed below. The agreement 
would be for fixed periods of time 
with options for renewal. 

City Responsibilities: 

—Own the perpetual lease con¬ 
tract on the GHI house. 

—Own the artifacts for use by 
and for the museum. 

—Maintain the exterior and the 
grounds. 

—Perform services for FOGM 
such as accounting of museum- 
related expenses, purchases, con¬ 
tracting, etc. 

—Pay GHI monthly charges for 
structural maintenance, mainte¬ 
nance of common areas and the 
cooperative’s operational ex¬ 
penses. 

—Install a security alarm sys¬ 
tem. 

—Provide insurance on the 
building contents and potential 
liabilities relating to the opera¬ 
tion of a museum. 

FOGM Responsibilities: 

—Operate the museum and be 
prepared to open it to the public 
by October, 1987. 

—Open the museum thereafter 
on a regular basis which will be 
at a minimum one afternoon per 
weekend and by appointment 
for interested citizens, visiting 
groups, etc. 

—Provide volunteers to show 
the museum when it is open to 
the public and to otherwise staff 
the museum. 

—Raise funds to cover opera¬ 
tional and program costs. 

—Restore furniture and other 
acquisitions suitable for display 


The city was offered the one 
and a half bedroom, cinderblock, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc- unit at 10- 
B Crescent Road last March in 
response to a general appeal by 
the Museum Committee currently 
chaired by Mary Linstrom. Her 
committee’s recommendation to 
purchase the unit, largely based 
on its central location, set in 
motion a series of decisions by 
Greenbelt Homes and the city 
culminating in this Wednesday’s 
meeting of the council. A deci¬ 
sion by the council to puichase 
the unit for a museum would be 
the first concrete step in pro¬ 
viding for a Greenbelt Museum, 
which FOGM would then open 
during 1987, the city’s fiftieth 
anniversary year. 

At the annual meeting in May, 
members of GHI approved the 
use of one or two of their resi¬ 
dential units for a museum. 

In July, the city council held a 
public hearing. More than 50 
Greenbelters turned out to speak 
to council about the museum. 
They were pretty evenly divided, 
for and against. Those against 
the project primarily foresaw 
problems with sustaining ade¬ 
quate fundraising. The commit¬ 
tee responded that the first year’s 
membership and fund drive, 
which netted 200 members and 
$7,500, was a good beginning. 
Use of an original home, the 
committee said, is preferable to 


in the museum. 

—Restore the unit to its orig¬ 
inal condition to the extent fea¬ 
sible, maintaining the architec¬ 
tural integrity of the building. 
All changes are to be approved 
first by the city. 

—Perform housekeeping func¬ 
tions. 

—Submit a yearly budget to

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a location in the North End 
School, as others had proposed, 
because “only a GHI home would 
provide an authentic setting.” 

The Museum Committee re¬ 
sponded to the specific questions 
raised by council and others at 
the public hearing in a report to 
council dated September 10.

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After Years of Service to Greenbelt 
Community, Katherine Keene Goes West

Katherine Keene, one of 
Greenbelt’s incomparable cit¬ 
izens for 27 years, is driving 
off into the sunset this week 
—going home—to a Seattle 
bungalow with a picture win¬ 
dow facing Mt. Rainier. 

A houseful—and more—of 
friends came to a party at 
the Northway home of Low¬ 
ell and Marj Owens on Sun¬ 
day, Oct. 19. A proclama¬ 
tion from Greenbelt’s Mayor, 
Gil Weidenfeld, expressed 
appreciation for the many 
services Katherine has given 
Greenbelt. The Paint Branch 
Unitarian Church choir sang 
for her (Katherine has been 
a strong supporter there for 
many years), and staff from 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., paid 
her tribute. 

Besides serving on the GUI 
Board of Directors for six years, 
Katherine has been on many com¬ 
ini tees, most recently the audit 
committee. “She truly believes in 
the cooperative ideals that people 
should serve and behave to bene¬ 
fit each other,” comments Joan 
Freeman. Leta Mach and Free¬ 
man prepared a scrapbook reflect¬ 
ing Katherine's GHI service. 
There was also a humorous proc¬ 
lamation from GHI citing her 
contributions. 

Purely objective accomplish¬ 
ments are easy to list: B.A.. Uni¬ 
versity of Washington; M.A., Co¬ 
lumbia University; six years 
teaching English and History in 
Washington state. 

The Teacher 

Taking a position at High 
Point High School (Beltsville) in 
1959, she found Greenbelt “by 
accident” — her principal lived 
where she does now in 6 Court 
Hillside. At High Point she re¬ 
quired a lot of her students “with 
integrity and a sense of humor,” 
recalls Barbara Simon, a former 
student. She spent her summers 
travelling—Greece, Rome. Africa, 
Europe and then Japan and Chi¬ 
na. Many of these trips were 
repeated after she retired. 

When Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School opened in 1976, Katherine 
was there. Robert Ogden, ERHS 
principal until recently, recalls 
that she came in for her inter¬ 
view wearing a coolie hat — she 


me some of her sage wisdom,” he 
recalls, “and she was a continual 
inspiration. She was always doing 
things for people. There was a 
blank wall in the teacher's lunch 
room. Til brighten it up,” she 
said, and painted a mural of her 
cats across the wall.” 

In 1979, Katherine Keene was 
chosen as the Outstanding His¬ 
tory Teacher of the Year for 
Prince Georges County. Kather¬ 
ine always stressed excellence in 
both the learning and the writ¬ 
ten expression of that work by 
her students. Many came back 
later to tell her how much that 
training had meant later on in 
college or other work. 

She brought back slides and 
other materials from her many 
trips and taught her students 
about the art and archeology of 
these countries. She was not a 
mere tourist, for in 1972 she was 
the first social studies teacher to 
be accepted at the American 
School of Classical Studies in 
Athens, and she studied Japanese 
art at a university in Tokyo one 
summer. 

A member of the Office of 
Strategic Services in England 
and Germany for three years dur¬ 
ing World War II, she lived 
events first-hand and brought that 
immediacy home to her Euro¬ 
pean hsitory class by showing up 
in her WAC uniform when teach¬ 
ing about that period. 

The Helpful Hand 

“She has a great talent for 
making and keeping friends,” 
says Dorothy McGee, 7 Court 
Hillside. They first met in a book 
discussion group soon after Kath¬ 
erine's arrival here. Time and 
time again, in talking to people 
about Katherine Keene, this point 
is made: she puts effort into keep¬ 
ing and helping her friends. Og¬ 
den recalls that he admired her 
bulky sweaters: she knitted him 
a fisherman's sweater which he 
treasures. She keeps in touch with 
many of her OSS friends and at¬ 
tends reunions of the group. 

Teacher becomes pupil and ac¬ 
cepts role reversal easily: Crom¬ 
well Chan, a former student at 
ERHS, met Katherine on the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland campus 
where she has been taking classes 
ever since retirement from teach¬ 
ing in 1981. He mentioned that 
he had recently taken the class 
in which she had just enrolled. 


nique and various points of the 
course and she listened attentive¬ 
ly. 

It would take a whole News 
Review to list all the anecdotes 
available about Katherine Keene. 
Here are a few vignettes: Febru¬ 
ary 11, 1983, the Big Snow and 
roads closed, a figure comes out 
to the street with loaves of 
freshly baked bread in a knap¬ 
sack on her back. Katherine had 
promised the bread for the 
Greenbelt Arts Center's Bake 
Sale in the Center, and the bread 
would get there. (She baked and 
donated continuously for ever 
three years' worth of sales.) 
Tuesday night, and Katherine is 
typing news stories at the News 
Review. When queried about her 
considerable talents (she has 
written stories and play reviews) 
being wasted on typing, she re¬ 
plies, “it needs to be done.' And 
at the very end, when cleaning 
out 27 years of living on Hillside, 
she remembers that the Arts 
Center is having a rummage sale 
and donates almost a whole 
sale's-worth. 

One mustn't forget her cats: 
Amity, Ben-Ben, Tiny Tim, Susan 
and Elizabeth. Susan was given, 
as a kitten, to Professor Charles 
Mish at a surprise retirement 
party planned by the University 
of Maryland English class Kath¬ 
erine was attending. When Dr. 
Mish became ill and couldn't keep 
the kitten, Katherine adopted her. 

Katherine paints watercolors, 
designs her own holiday cards 
(with cats in them', and always 
seems to be around when some 
person or some cause needs a 
helping hand. When a friend got 
the flu and was feeling miserable, 
Katherine baked and brought over 
one of her loaves of dill bread— 
and the patient quickly got well. 

One gift to her friends is the 
contentment in which Katherine 
Keene is spending her years of 
retirement. While sad to see her 
leave Greenbelt, many have com¬ 
mented on the joy and enthus¬ 
iasm in her plans for both the 
trip across the country by car 
(stopping to see friends and for¬ 
mer colleagues along the way) 
and her life in Beattie. Her small 
house with a slightly Japanese 
flavor to the design sits on one 
of the highest points overlook¬ 
ing the city. Cousins live in the 
area, and there is a back garden 
waiting to be filled with plants 
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and maybe a fish pond (like the 
one on Hillside) and — who 
knows?—maybe even a Roman- 
style fountain, she muses. 

In an article on Katherine in 
this paper in 1981, former student 
Alan Amberg said that “the 
amazing thing I find about her is 
her eyes. You know by her eyes 
she loves teaching more than 
anything.” 

As she sat among boxes and 


talked about trip, house and years 
ahead, Katherine Keene — often 
called activist, teacher, feminist 
—smiled and lifted eyes aglow 
with excitement. Add another ad¬ 
jective: adventurer.

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, ADOPTED

ter or (where there is no char¬ 
ter) by the General Assembly. 

Question 4—To fund the offices 
of the clerk of the court from the 
state budget and to end the fund¬ 
ing of each office by revenues 
collected by that office. Since the 
amount of revenue collected var¬ 
ies widely from one office to an¬ 
other, some offices operate at a 
deficit. A “For” vote would fa¬ 
vor state funding of these offices, 
a change which would give the 
governor and the legislature 
greater control over the budgets 
of each clerk’s office. 

County Charter 

The three proposed Prince 
Georges County charter amend¬ 
ments are: 

Question A—To allow the coun¬ 
ty to waive its immunity from 
liability only in cases where its 
officers and employees are liable. 
A “For” vote would make it more 
difficult to win a civil suit against 
the county because the county 
would give up its immunity from 
civil damages only if a county 
official were found to be at fault 

Question B—To give a raise to 
members of the county council. 
A “For” vote would favor rais¬ 
ing the current council salary of 
$31,953 per year by about 8,000 
to $40,000. 

Question C—To remove the dol¬ 
lar lid on county expenditures 
which can be made without get¬ 
ting competitive bids. Under the 
present dollar limit set in 1971, 
any expenditure greater than 
$5,000 must go through a com¬ 
petitive bid procedure. A “For” 
vote would favor removing the 
lid entirely and allowing the 
council to set its own limit. 

The six bond authorization pro¬ 
posals are: 

Question D—A “For” vote would 
support the issuance of bonds in 
the amount of $6,127,000 for fire 
department projects. Although no 
funds are slated for Greenbelt, 
both Berwyn Heights and B ranch- 
ville are on the list of depart¬ 
ments which would benefit. 

Question E — A “For” vote 
would support the issuance of 
$25,000,000 in bonds for the de¬ 
sign and construction of a crim¬ 
inal court complex in Upper 
Marlboro. The money would be 
used to build a new 120,000 
square foot circuit court building 
with a joarking structure for 
about 1,000 cars. The existing 
building would remain. 

Question F — A “For” vote 
would support the issuance of 
$3,576,000 in bonds to construct 
a library in the Largo-Kettering 
area and build improvements to 
the Laurel library. 


Roads Projects 

Voters will be asked on Novem¬ 
ber 4 to vote for or against Ques¬ 
tion G, which deals with the 
county’s borrowing $80,254,000 to 
finance capital projects for roads 
and bridges for almost every 
fast-growing area in the county 
— Laurel, Beltsville, Bowie, 
Greenbelt, Largo and Oxon Hill. 

Among the 29 projects, two 
are in Greenbelt. In East Green¬ 
belt the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway has been targeted for 
improvement. The longstanding 
problem in the northeastern 
quadrant of the Parkway inter¬ 
change across from Greenway 
Center is expected to be alleviat¬ 
ed by relocating the Parkway 
ramps. Reconstruction of the 
Greenbelt Road bridge spanning 
the Parkway is also included in 
the project. The county’s con¬ 
tribution will be $3,900,000, with 
the State allocating $200,000 for 
design work. The county hopes 
to be reimbursed by the federal 
government. Parkway reconstruc¬ 
tion had been on hold until re¬ 
cently, when Congress appro¬ 
priated $8 million for the long- 
awaited Baltimore - Washington 
reconstruction. 

The second Greenbelt project in 
the bond issue is for construction 
of a 52-foot wide roadway from 
the proposed Greenbelt Metro 
Station on Cherry wood Lane, with 
a bridge over the Beltway to a 
junction with Kenilworth Avenue, 
approximately 550 feet north of 
Ivy Lane. A traffic signal at Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue is also included. 
Some $5,400,000 will be allocated 
for the project with $2,352,000 
coming from Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation bonds, 
which have already been sold, 
and the remaining $3,048,000 
from the county. 

Both the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic parties have taken official 
positions on Question G. The Re¬ 
publican Party maintains that 
(1) repair and repaving of roads 
should be included in the coun¬ 
ty’s operating budget and not in 
the bond issue and (2) it is pre¬ 
mature to include several long¬ 
term projects where construc¬ 
tion will not begin until far in 
the future. For example, certain 
road improvements proposed will 
benefit projects such as the con¬ 
troversial development of Kon- 
terra, a planned 2,000-acre “new 
town” in the Laurel area and Port 
America in the southern part of 
the county. 

The Democratic Party supports 
Question G, maintaining that (1) 
passage of the bond issue will 
prevent Prince Georges County 


from experiencing the serious 
transportation problems 
now faced by other jurisdictions 
which did not plan for the future 
and (2) improved and new roads 
will enhance Prince Georges 
County’s increased activity in 
economic development and make 
the county a viable place to live. 

A “For” vote on Question G 
would support the issue of bonds 
in the amount of $80,254,000 for 
road proj ects. _ 


Question H — A “For” vote 
would support the issuance of 
$4,400,000 worth of bonds to put 
a deck on an existing METRO 
parking structure on Addison 
Road to provide more parking 
and to purchase METRO buses 
and rail cars. 

Question I — A “For” vote 
would support the issuance of 


$1,410,000 in bonds for design 
funds for a Northern Regional 
Health Center in College Park 
and to renovate the QB/GYN fa¬ 
cility at Prince Georges General 
Hospital. * 

The six bond authorization pro¬ 
posals total $120,197,000. This is 
the largest bond issue ever pro¬ 
posed to the county’s voters.

Candidate Proposes State 
Partly Fund Green Line 

Republican candidate for State 
Senate Michael B. Twigg has 
proposed partially funding con¬ 
struction of the Metro Green 
Line with state revenues. Twigg 
cited the traffic problems of 
Greenbelt as an example of the 
necessity for the Green Line and 
the uncertain future of Metro 
riding in Congress as a warn¬ 
ing. 

lwigg spoke before a group of 
supporters at the Golden Triangle, 
near the intersection of Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue and Greenbelt 
Road, which is one of the most 
congested intersections in the 
county. 

“The citizens of Greenbelt and 
Prince Georges County shouldn’t 
have to put up with this every 
day driving to work or simply 
around the community/’ Twigg 
asserted, referring to the long 
lines of traffic backed up at the 
intersection. 

Twigg feels part of the solu¬ 
tion is the construction of the 
Green Line of the Metrorail Sys¬ 
tem. “It's clear that Congress 
is not willing to fund the entire 
Green Line/’ Twigg said, “and it 
is also clear that Metrorail is an 
essential part of our effort to 
solve our traffic problems.” 

“I am not prepared to place 
the funding for the Green Line 
solely at the whim of the federal 
government. Prince Georges 
County deserves better than that. 
The United States has been built 
on the fundamental tenet of peo¬ 
ple helping themselves. I think 
it’s time we as Mary landers as¬ 
sumed more responsibility for 
the construction of the Greeen 
Line.”

CHARTER AMENDMENT 


At its regular meeting held on October 7, 1986, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
1986-4 (Resolution Number 632), and the following title of the 
Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF 
THE CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 
13 OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED 

CODE’ OF MARYLAND, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, TO 
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT 
FOUND, IN WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF 
MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983), AS PRE¬ 
PARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFER¬ 
ENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY RE¬ 
PEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SEC¬ 
TION 5, TITLE “MEETINGS”, TO PROVIDE THAT SPECIAL 
MEETINGS OF THE COUNCIL MAY BE CALLED UPON MO¬ 
TION OF COUNCIL DULY ADOPTED AT A REGULAR MEET¬ 
ING; AND TO PROVIDE FURTHER THAT THE CITY COUN¬ 
CIL SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO MEET IN EXECUTIVE 
SESSION, WHICH SHALL BE CLOSED TO THE PUBLIC, IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE APPLICABLE PROVISIONS OF 
THE ANNOTATED CODE OF THE PUBLIC GENERAL LAWS 
OF MARYLAND (1984). 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 26th day of November, 
1986, unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which 
shall be the 17th day of November, 1986, there shall be presented 
to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it 
by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty 
percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular 
election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt.

Police Blotter

On October 17 at 7:15 p.m. of¬ 
ficers responding on a reported 
fight in progress at the Roose¬ 
velt Center Mall arrested two 
adult males as a result.

Norman Pritchett, the incumbent Clerk, supports the 
pending Amendment to the Maryland Constitution 
which changes the funding structure of the Clerk’s 
Office. 

Currently, the revenues raised in Prince George’s 
County are kept here. These revenues fund the Clerk’s 
Office. The new legislation requires that all our reve¬ 
nue go to the State and the State will allocate the 
money as they see fit. 

“I am opposed to this Amendment. I would rather 
keep our revenues and spend them in Prince George’s 
County instead of turning them over to the State to 
subsidize offices, such as Baltimore City, which oper¬ 
ate at a deficit.” 

Changes in the Clerk's Office I Propose: 

Centralization of all active Court files instead of the 
current policy which houses files in three separate 
locations. 

Modernization of the Land Records Office. Presently 
it takes six to eight weeks to simply return recorded 
Deeds. 

To better serve the public who use the Clerk’s Office I 
propose that we lengthen the hours of operation 
through a flex-time policy.
